New Pastor Tells 
Rotarians Of Need 
For Disarmament 


Addressing the Pahokee Rotary 
Club at the Thursday luncheon 
meeting last week, the Rev. A. D. 
Houglin, new pastor: of the Pahokee 
First Methodist Church, set forth 
the urgent need for disarmament 
among the nations of the world:and 
the encouraging signs that point 
in that direction. 

' Affirming that armament races 
have always led to war, that mod- 
ern weapons of war are costly in 
using up of natural resources, the 
speaker said, “We have come to 
live in an‘age of total peril. Either 
we will become one or rione. Since 
the explosion of the last hydrogen 
bomb, and now with the threat of 
the cobalt bomb, there is no long- 
er any hiding place for anyone. 
The possibility of nuclear warfare 
bas set the world in a new perspect- 
ive, necessitating the sharing of in- 
formation, arbitration and peace 


~ conferences among the nations to 


seek a way of survival of civiliza- 
tion. * 

He quoted three world leaders 
whose words suggest that it is not 
only urgent but imnperative that 
men seek a means for total disarm- 
ament, outlawing all weapons of 
war. President Dwight Eisenhower 
in his inaugural address gave warn- 
ing, “Science seems ready to con- 
fer upon us its final gift, the power 
to erase human life from the earth. 
Befote the United Nations Assem- 
bly Secretary of State Dulles said, 
“There is no problem which com- 
pares with the universal problem 
of saving the human race from ex- 
tinction.” While serving as premier 
of the Soviet Union Malenkov stat- 
ed, “A new world war under con- 
temporary conditions means the 
death of civilization.” 

The speaker paid high tribute to 
the United Nations for bringing 
about world unity and understand- 
ing among all peoples through its 
agencies such as UNICEF, UNK- 
RA, UNRRA, UNRWAPRNE and 
UNESCO, He pointed out that the 


UN is an attempt, the first step}- 


ever taken to set up a form of gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people 
and for the people of the world—
